government, unmoved by Secretary 
Hull's strong note of August 22. re- 
fused Sunday to set up a sinking fund 
fund to pay for American-owned land 
seized under its argrarinn laws. It 
likewise declined to promise that it 
would cease .seizures of such lands 
pending arrangements for prompt pay- 
ment. 


In n nole to Mr. Hull, Mexico said 


that while il did not repudiate even- 
tual compensation in theory, there was 
precedent internatioally for doing so. 
The not referred to abandonment of 
the gold slandrd nd devaluation ol 
currency in some countries. Withoul 
mentioning that the United States WHS 
among the nations which had taken $3.20. 
such steps, it said these measures had 
been described as "confiscation pure 
and simple." 


Marked impatience characterized the 


reaction of high officials here.

trade, financial and business relations 
between the Iwo countries in a chaotic 
condition.

Il was believed widely that Mexico's 


stand practically eliminated any pos- 
sibility that the United Stales would 
resume purchasing a fixed amount of 
Mexican silver each month, a practice 
stopped son after the oil seizures last 
February.

posal, that a joint commission be es- 
tablished lo arbitrate differences of 
opinion on values of seized American 
land, was accepted by Mexico.

Iheii' economy have been under the 
necessity of modifying their legislation 
in such manner that the expropria- 
tion of individual interests neverthe- 
less docs not call for immediate com- 
pensation and, in many cases, nut even 
subsequent compensation." 


"There are numerous examples of

The Star's newsboys make their own 


bonds, putting aside 50 cents a week 
until they have deposited $20 with the 
management. Once the total of $20 is 
reached the company sets up fi per cent 
interest, which is paid the boy when 
he cashes out his bond. 


Prior to the consolidation of the Eve- 


ning Star and Ihe morning Daily Press 
in 1929 local newsboys were paid $1.60 
a week "flat." Today they are requir- 
ed to earn a minimum of $3 a week on 
commission, and the average is about

Part of Belicmia 


The Sudeten region was in the an- 


cient kingdom of Bohemia and ut the 
outbreak of the World war Bohemia 
was a parl of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. The wa rprovided the Czechs 
with an opportunity to attain indepen- 
dence after being a subject people for 
nearly 300 years. 


The republic was proclaimed in the 


United Stales in 1918 by Czech and 
Slovak exiles working together. In Oc- 
tober of that year Czechs and Slovaks 
in Europe severed relations with Aus- 
tria and Hungary and the frontiers 
of the new state were fixed by the 
peace treaties of St. Germain, Ver- 
sailles and Trianon. 


Al the peace conferences the Czechs 


and Slovaks claimed the "historic /ron 
tiers of tlie Bohemian crown"—Bohe- 
mia, Moravia and Austrian Silesia. The 
conference granted the claim for .strat- 


eglc and economic reasons. 


Mountain Barrier 


For .strategic reasons the boundary 


was fixed at the Sudeten mountains 
in the north and the Ores mountains 
on the south, two salves of today's 
lir.rscslioe. The conferees thought this 
mountain barrier necessary for protec- 
tion against invasion. 


An economic cmisidcralion was that 


in the Sudeten German region were 
rich industries the statesmen al Ver- 
sailles felt necessary for the new coun- 
try's existence. 


The Germans of Ihe region unsuc- 


cessfully tried to attach themselves to 
the new Austrian republic—now part 
of Germanay--protesting ng;i 
they termed a violation "of the Wil- 
sonian principle of self-determination." 
They demanded a plebiscite or submis- 
sion of the mailer to international ar- 
bitration, bul the conference turned 
them down.

But the benefits to the 
two parties did not stop there ; for Schultz was able to use this 
new alliance to force his rivals out of business, while his 
henchmen provided thousands of illegal votes and did a good 
deal of useful strong-arm work for the political machine on 
election days.

Of Mexico 
(SCARCELY had young Winfleld 
u Scott, just turned 22, launched 
himself in business in Charleston, 
S. C., in 1807, when war loomed 
imminent between United States 
and England. 
So Scott hurried 


off 
to Washington, offered 
his 


services, and was commissioned 
captain of artillery. 
He was to 


know little else but battle there- 
after for the rest of his life. 


In 1812 Scott was sent to the 


Niagara- frontier, where he was 
captured at Queenston. 
He was 


exchanged the r-cxt -year and pro- 
moted to colonel, then brigadier 
general, and in July, 1814, re- 
ceived the brevet of major gen- 
eral. He was twice wounded in 
the 
battles 
of 
Chippewa 
and 


Lundy's Lane, for which Con- 
gress gave him a gold medal and 
the state of. Virginia a sword. 


But by now Scott's fiery career 


had. only begun. 
From 1815 to 


1861 
he plunged into a series of; 


difficult 
and dangerous assign-; 


nients for his country, n-.?ktng 
treaties with western Indians af- 
ter the Black Hawk war, fighting 
the Seminoles in Florida, remov- 
ing the Cherokees, adjusting bor- 
der disputes in Maine, at Niagara, 
and in Puget Sound. 
During 20 


years of this period he was com- 
manding general of the United 
States army. 


As such he achieved his great- 


est triumph in the Mexican cam- 
paign of 1847,. capturing Vera Cruz 
and nnally the Mexican capital 
Uself. 
So again Congress struck 


off a gold .medal for the general, 
and in -1852 the Whigs nominated 
him for president. 
But he car-, 


ried only four states. He died at 
West Point in 1866. He is shown 
here on a purple stamp of the U.

PHILADELPHIA—While many men 


lave dreamed of robots that could 
>e made to do the work of man, few 
lave succeeded in creating n mechani- 
cal marvel that can compare with the 
lainty little French damsel who sits 
nil day in the Franklin Institute here 
and produces delicately-lined verses 
n French and English as well us ex- 
otic little drawings. 


This wonderful doll is the creation, 


not of a twentieth century inventor 
who has the ben fits of the industrial 
age to draw from, but of a French in- 
ventor named Mtiilliirdet, who was 
famous for his mechanical devices 
about 200 years ago. Alone in his la- 
boratory he concoted this complicat- 
ed mechanism which works entirely 
by cams, pinions and cones to pro- 
duce writing and drawing.

fires. The hands were gone; the heat 
remained on a spindle. What is more 
although Maillardct's figure was a bo> 
doll, the Intsituto staff re-created thi 
figure in the form of a girl doll. I 
took the late HaLscy Roberts, the In 
stitutc's head mechanic, nine month 
of steady work in the Institute's la 
boratorics, to put together the mas 
of springs and wires and pinions anc 
coils to make it run.
